Martz, 72-year-old Gettysburg battle­ 
field employe, at the Warner hospital, 
Sunday morning at 7 o’clock. 
After hovering between 
life 
and 
death at the hospital since last Wed­ 
nesday afternoon when his neck was 
broken in a fall from a road drag on 
Sedgwttk avenue, the slender cord by 
which the injured man clung to life 
snapped almost as suddenly as the 
accident itself. 
He was conscious until the end and 
died apnarently with little or no pain. 
He had been holding his own in re­ 
markable manner for a man of his 
age, and physicians were hoping that 
he would grow strong enough physi­ 
cally that an operation could In* per­ 
formed as the only chance to save his 
life.
